We begin shipping most bulbs listed in this catalog about the third week of Sep- 
tember (except for Autumn-Flowering bulbs which go forward in late August) and continue until early 
December. As we handle a wide assortment of bulbs, which ripen at different periods, and arrive from 
our growers at various intervals (depending on whether they should be planted early or late) , your order 
may be shipped in several parts at different times. 

Our shipping-room staff is exceptionally well trained and efficient, and all orders are shipped just as 
rapidly and promptly as possible in the same numerical sequence as received. For early shipment, place 
your order as early in the season as possible. 


SUBSTITUTIONS. Although we carry surplus stocks of merchandise for late orders and last-minute 
needs, varieties frequently sell out faster than expected. Substitutions are always selected with great 
care, and we try to match the variety desired as closely as possible. Substitutions will be of equal or 
greater value in every case.

As they are not as tall as the Darwin, Breeder and Cottage Tulips, 
they are especially adapted to places exposed to the wind. They may 
be planted any time from the middle of September until the ground 
freezes, about 4 inches deep and 4 or 5 inches apart. 

Early Tulips are very popular for growing indoors. For best results, 
the bulbs should be potted immediately on receipt and treated the 
same way as Hyacinths. Tulip bulbs need &t least three months for a 
good root development before they can stand a forcing temperature.

Truly nothing gives greater delight than to anticipate the glorious possibilities of the fat narcissus buds that thrust up so bravely 
in early spring and then to gaze upon the radiant flowers which unfailingly thrill us with their beauty. 

Whether you prefer the common English name of daffodil or the more botanical name of Narcissus, this family is the glory of 
the early spring garden and it would hardly seem like spring without them, “blithe and yellow as canaries’’. Their ease of culture, 
freedom from pests and prolific increase combine to make them ever more popular. The newer varieties are a revelation in size and 
beauty with many new shades and combinations. 

In borders they are lovely carpeted with small growing plants like Myosotis, Phlox divaricata, Iberis, Alyssum saxatile and Prim- 
roses to name just a few. Behind them could go Gypsophila Bristol Fairy, Dictamnus alba and Platycodons to cover the space after 
they have died down. They are also excellent planted among shrubs where they may-enjoy partial shade. Nearly all are lovely for 
pot culture to cheer dull winter days. 
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Classification of Types 


The term ‘Narcissus’ is actually the Latin or Botanical name for this entire group of plants, whereas ‘’Daffodil’’ and ‘’Jonquil’’, 
as commonly used, are English names referring to certain types. This classification is based on the standards set by the Royal Horti- 
cultural Society of England, and primarily consists of differences in length of the Trumpet (Crown or Cup) in relation to the Perianth 
(the broad expanded portion of the flower) . 

There is no difference in time of bloom between groups, but varieties within each group will vary—being either early, midseason, 
or late.

They are not very demanding as to culture. A loose loamy soil, 
well drained and not too rich, suits them splendidly, and they do 
best in full sun.

Snowdrops belong more to Winter than to Spring for though 
they linger into the early weeks of Spring they are able to force 
their way through frozen earth and wait not upon the vernal tide.

SPECIOSUS AITCHINSONI. Long delicate pale blue flowers of 
great size. The largest of all wild Crocuses. Very late. 6-55c, 12-

SPECIOSUS ALBUS. Beautiful, large white flowers with delicate 
rosy flush on outer petals. Very free flowering. 6-45c, 12-75c,

An enormous flower of pure analine blue with faint yellow base.

Despite the remarkable beauty of these handsome autumn- 
flowering bulbs from South Africa they are not as yet widely grown 
in this country. Yet their charm is irresistible and they are gaining 
rapidly in popularity, particularly in the deep south and other warm 
sections where they can be grown outdoors. In the north they are the 
finest of pot plants, and bloom abundantly year after year once they 
are well established. 

The individual flowers are of exquisite finely wrought tissue, with 
a sparkling quality unmatched by any other Amaryllis. Blooming 
period is September through January, depending upon the specie or 
variety. In the hands of good gardeners they are easily grown. A 
Van Tubergen specialty. 


BOWDENI. 9 to 10 beautiful rose-pink blossoms borne in large 
clusters about 15 inches above the ground. The finest of all. Septem- 
ber blooming.

Attractive, colorful, Amaryllis-like plants from China and Japan 
where they are held in highest esteem. The hardy species (all except 
L. aurea and L. radiata) should be planted in SEPTEMBER in light 
loose soil, full sun or light woodland shade. Set 4 inches deep, 6 to 8 
inches apart, and 3 or more in a group. The companionship of foliage 
plants is most welcome as the foliage of Lycoris is quite sparse. Be 
sure to order these EARLY, along wtih Colchicums, Galanthus and 
others that need to be planted in September. 


AUREA, Golden Spider Lily. A very rare and beautiful specie of 
golden yellow and orange. While completely hardy in the deep 
south, it can be grown successfully outdoors as far north as the 
District of Columbia if properly mulched. In the north it is an ex- 
cellent pot plant. Each-$1.40, 3-$3.90, 6-$7.25. 


INCARNATA, Fragrant flowers of dainty flesh pink or bright rose, 
6 to 12 clustered on one to two foot scapes. Hardy south of Long 
Island without protection; further north with protection. Each-75c, 
3-$2.05, 6-$3.95, 12-$7.90. 

RADIATA. The long undulating petals and stamens of these bright 
coral-red flowers have earned for them the common name “‘Red 
Spider Lily’’. It is hardy and very commonly grown along the Pacific 
coast and south of Washington, D. C. !n the North it makes a fine 
pot plant. Each-70c, 3-$1.95, 6-$3.80, 12-$7.60. 

SPRENGERI. Pretty rose-pink flowers on long pedicels. Reliably 
hardy in, the north when planted in sheltered spots with some winter 
protection. Completely hardy elsewhere. Each-$2.75. 


SQUAMIGERA (Amaryllis Halli—Hardy Amaryllis”). Perhaps 
the most popular of all the Lycoris; producing in late August and 
early September a beautiful display of large sparkling pink flowers 
tinged amethyst blue. The attractive green foliage is produced in 
spring and grows until July when it ripens and disappears. About a 
month later the flower stalks spring from the ground to a height of 
two or three feeet. Reliably hardy and unusual, and will thrive in 
partial shade. Set crown about 4 inches below surface of soil. Each-
